cage. Twice he and another man hushed it 
away. The third time it came to the kill, 
toll. wing which he struck it with an ash 
plant and it died. 

A witness, Robert Coleman, said that he 
was coming from the pictures when he saw 
O'Neill beating something around the street 
with a plant. Coleman said that he at first 
thought it was a rat, but on looking closer 
saw that it was a young cat. O'Neill hit 
the cat at least six or seven ''clouts.” The 
cat wriggled along the street before it died. 
Witness remonstrated with O'Neill and 
called him ‘‘an old savage.”’ 

Corroborative evidence was given by a 
woman named Mrs. Kelly. 

In reply to District Justice Fahy, O'Neill 
said that Le was seventy-five years of age 
last May, and Inspector Harte added that 
defendant had been in receipt of the old age 
pension for the last four years. 

District Justice Fahy said that he did 
not think that a fine was sufficient punish- 
men for an offence of this kind, This, 
he said, was a terrible case.

MAN BOUND OVER. 


Clarence Guy Gordon Haddon (43), consult- 
ing engineer, pleaded guilty ‘‘ under extreme 
provocation ” at the Old Bailey, London, 
yesterday, to a charge of uttering letters de- 
manding, with menaces, money from the 
King, 

There were thirteen counts against Haddon, 
five of which alleged that he threatened to 
publish ‘‘a certain thing touching the late 
Duke of Clarence with intent to extort money 
from the King on dates between May and 
November,” 

The Attorney-General, Sir Thomas Inskip, 
K.C., who described the charges as “ very 
serious,” declared that Hadden had “ an 
obsession, which, so far as I know, may by 
this time have amounted to a delusion, that 
he was the son of the Duke of Clarence.” The |; 
accused's statements regarding the year of his 
birth were conflicting. : 

Mr. Lloyd Jones, defending, said ‘‘Haddon 
has been brought up in this trelief. It has, 
so to speak, poisoned the very springs of his 
life.” 

In 1906,when the present King was in India, 
laddon’s mother was in pmson. Haddon 
thought she suffered for the opinions she ex-

NEWRRIDGE, Friday. 

The Tricolour hung at half-mast at the 
Curragh, when a. military funeral was 
accorded the Rev. J. V. Hughes, C.F. The 
Most Rev. Dr. P. Cullen, Bishop of Kildare 
and Leighlin, was present at the Requiem 
Mass, which was celebrated in the Garrison 
Church by the Rev. P. Donnelly, C.F., 
assisted by the Rev. E. Carey, C.F., deacon; 
the Rev. J. Fitzsimons, C.F., sub-deacon, 
The Very Rev. L. Brophy, P.P.. Newbridge, 
acted as master of ceremonies, The Requiem 
was chanted by nearly one hundred priests. 

After the Mass a procession was formed, 
headed by an escort under Lieut. Murphy. 
Then came the firing party, in charge of 
Lieut. Condrin, followed by the No. 3 Army 
sand, playing the dead march. Before the 
gun carriage, on which lay the coftin, draped 
in the Tricolour, walked a large body of 
clergy, and on either side a guard of honour, 
composed of officers. Then followed. the 
relatives of the deceased priest and a large 
body of officers; Major Egan, at the head of 
the cadets, came next, and behind marched 
platoons from every unit in the district. Cap- 
tain J. P. Murphy was in charge of the 


parade. 

The cortege was over a mile long. At the 
camp limits the remains were transferred to 
a motor hearse and taken to Graiguena- 
managh, where the last rites took place. The 
Last Post was sounded and the salute fired, 
Prayers at the graveside were said by the 
Rev, Father Doran and the Rev. Father 
Maher, Graiguenamanagh.

fhree months ago the Protestant faith 
had its back to the wall in Germany. The 
Evangelical Church was threatened by the 
full violence of the new movement which, 
based partly on Nietzsche, partly’ on 
Wagner, partly on revolt against the deep 
defeats of the Great War, seeks to fashion 
a fantastically heroic State. Politics, 
social life, the country’s public and 
private fortunes, became the slaves of 
this ambition; but in one respect, 
and ih one respect only, the great cam- 
paign has failed. When the extremists 
of the Nazi movement proclaimed that the 
Church must walk at the State’s chariof 
wheels, and must be heathenised by the 
new Aryanism, German Protestantism 
took its stand on the faith ouce delivered 
to the saints. We have recorded the pro- 
gress of this truly vital conflict. At first 
the new ‘‘ German Christians ” prevailed 
everywhere, and the Reich Primate was 
their obedient servant. Now, however, 
the tide is beginning to turn. The little 
band of three hundred pastors who sprang 
to the faith’s defence has increased to an 
army of six thousand, and everywhere the 
mass of German Protestantism is rallying 
to its support. Herr Hitler, who is a 
Roman Catholic, never committed himself 
fully to the “ German Christians’’; and 
to-day he shows a distinct tendency to 
dissociate himself from their rages. 
Further trials may await the Evangelical 
Church, but now we have good cause for 
hope that its battle will be won. 

When the fight has been won the 
Christian world will owe an incalculable 


| debt to German Protestantism. It has 


been, and is, nothing less than a fight for 
the essential concepts of Christianity. 
“German Christians,’’ complete victims 
of that furor Teutonicus which persists 
from age to age, conceive the new reign 
of Nazi-Socialism as a pagan civilisation. 
The “ Aryan paragraph’”’ of their creed 
deposes Christ Himself from His Deity, 
and makes Him a mere Nordic figure of 
conquest and romance. Against this 
blasphemy German Protestantism has re- 
volted, and we do not think that 
Christians in other lands have begun 
to realise the splendid courage of that 
revolt, Most German Protestants are good 
Nazi-Socialists. They were forced to make 
war on their own instincts of discipline 
and obedience. When the three hundred 
pastors made their first stand all the 
resources of the State—suppression of free 
speech, deprivation of office, threats of 
imprisonment—were launched against 
them; and even now in Prussia those 
weapons have not been withdrawn. The 
fight, too, is being waged under a dis- 
ability that is almost inconceivable in 
these islands; for all the German news- 
papers keep a compulsory silence, and 
the growth of a public opinion is denied. 
Yet we can believe now that the Christian 
revolt has saved Germany from the greatest 
of all her perils. 

Cynics have said that Churches benefit 
by persecution; and, indeed, we may 
Christian faith are understood and are 
valued more generally in Protestant 
Germany than in Protestant England. 
In Germany, at any rate, millions of 
Christians are ardent to proclaim the 
Deity of Christ, while, at the same 
moment in England, that tremendous 
topic, as raised by Lord Hugh Cecil, has 


caused no particular stir. Recently the 


| Bishop and the Dean of Liverpool allowed 


two Unitarian ministers to preach in 
Liverpool Cathedral, and, as regards one 
of these Services, the Bishop said that 
he “ fully and gratefully approved the 
arrangement.’’ In Dr. David's view, 
‘doctrines should be a sign-post, not a 
ring-fence.’’ Lord Hugh Cecil’s reply is 
clear and, as we think, overwhelming: ‘‘ A 
person who does not believe in the Deity 
of Christ cannot deliver the message of 
the Church, which is throughout pene- 
trated by belief in that Deity.’’ The issue 
between the Bishop and Lord Hugh will 
be raised next week at the Convocation 
of York, and Christians of all Churches 
await the Archbishop's pronouncement. 
Is an English magazine—one of the lead- 
ing weeklies—right when it says that 
“ probably eighty per cent. of the people 
of England who call themselves Christians 
and Protestants would agree with the 
Bishop” We suggestion 
strongly ; but surely the mere fact that it 
can be made illustrates the dangers that 


deny the 


lie in the prevalent looseness of religious 


teaching. There is no other blessing for 
which a Christian can afford to barter the 
Deity of Christ. 


New Motor Duties. 


Some tariffs that have been levied by 
Mr. de Valera’s Government have had 
fairly good results—although those results 
may be only temporary; others are just 
foolish. Among the latter class must be 
reckoned the import duty on motor cars, 
which is purely a revenue tax, calculated 
to mulct the middle classes. It was 
sufficiently, bad in its original form, and 
it has been made far worse by a new 
ordinance which was promulgated yester- 
day. From to-day there will be an 
additional import duty on all motor 
chassis. Hitherto these chassis have been 
taxed at the rate of 22 2-9 per cent.; 
henceforward the rate of duty will be 33 1-3 
per cent, Moreover, there will be a duty 
of 33 1-3 per cent. on a wide range of 
parts and accessories which hitherto, 
when imported in an unassembled form, 
have borne no tax. The main result of 
these imposts will be to increase the price 
of motor cars. Already the discrepancy 
between prices in Dublin and Belfast is 
very large. A motor car that costs £400 
in the South can be bought for £300 in 
the North, and the additional tax on 
chassis will widen the gap still farther. 
Mr. Lemass’s aim is to force the motor 
trade to assemble and weld their chassis 
in the twenty-six counties, thus helping 
to reduce the volume of unemployment ; 
but the difficulties in the way of this 
plan are immense. Certainly, motor car 
chassis can be assembled in the Free 
State, just as wheat can be grown here— 
but at what cost? How could Free 
State

suppose that to-day the essentials of the 


diminishing demand? The whole business 
is absurd. , Apparently, the Government 
takes the view that motor cars are a 
luxury, although they are just as essen- 
tial to civilised progress as electric light 
or the telephone. In one way and 
another the motor trade is responsible for 
an enormous amount of employment. 
The motoring community maintains the 
roads and spends hundreds of thousands 
of pounds every year in the country. 
Now its burdens are to be increased once 
more. Not only will motor cars become 
dearer, but the cost of repairs will rise, and 
when the additional insurance rates come 
into force next month still further sums 
will be demanded. Where will the 
Government stop? The taxpayers are 
awaiting the Budget with unconcealed 
anxiety; for Fianna Fdil’s present policy 
seems to be taxation gone mad.

Films and the Censor. 


As our Cinema Correspondent observes 
to-day, the Free State’s system of film 
censorship has been in operation now for 
ten years, during which time the Censor 
has handled nearly 20,000 films—-a quantity 
sufficient to make a celluloid path from 
Dublin to Hollywood and back again. It 
is a rigorous system—less severe, perhaps, 
than many people would wish it to be—but 
far more stringent than the censorships of 
most other countries. -During last year 
6,187,238 tcet of film came before the 
Censor, representing an increase of nearly 
20,000 feet on the footage for 1932. Of the 
films contributing to this total, which were 
over 2,000 in number, the Censor passed 60 
per cent. without alteration, made cuts in 
27 per cent., and rejected 12 per cent. 
The number of rejects was reduced by the 
mercy of the Appeal Board to something 
over eight per cent. of the total, which 
does not seem to be an excessive figure. 
There are people who loathe the very idea 
of censorship, however salutary its results 
may be ; but, apart from those doctrinaires, 
we doubt if any reasonable citizens of 
the Free State genuinely disapprove of the 
existence and activities of Mr. James 
Montgomery’s office. We find a wide 
difference between a censorship of books 
and a,censorship of films. The appeal of 
films is far more direct than that of the 
printed page, and is made to a far 
larger and more susceptible public. It is 
significant that, in ‘the United F-ingdom— 
whose film censorship is run not by the 
State, but by the renters themselves, and, 
in consequence, is a somewhat lax affair—a 
strong demand exists for a new system on 
the Irish model. The Free State has lost 
her chance to see a few really good films 
within the past ten years as a result of the 
censorship ; but we do not think that these 
losses counterbalance its good effects, 


Road Accidents. 


The crowded highways of Great Britain 
demand an increasing toll of life and limb. 
During last year the number of road acci- 
dents resulting in death or personal injury, 
according to a statement issued by the 
Home Office, amounted to 191,829, as com- 
pared with the previous year’s record of 
184,006. Of the total for 1933 no fewer 
than 6,924 were fatal accidents, as against 
a death roll of 6,487 for 1932. The situa- 
tion was not so bad in Scotland as in 
England; indeed, Scotland’s list oí acci- 
dents revealéd a decline. In England and 
Wales, however, the increase was striking 
and formidable. Birmingham, Liverpool, 
Manchester and Leeds all showed an 
increased number of accidents, and in only 
two English county districts—Surrey and 
Wiltshire—was there an actual fall in 
both the number of people killed and the 
number of people injured. Nothing, ap- 
parently, is able to lessen the danger of 
the English roads. Their ‘‘ motor popula- 
tion ” is growing substantially with every 
year. During the quarter that ended on 
last September the number of ‘* mechani- 
cally propelled road vehicles ” for which 
licences were issued was 2,297,526, com- 
pared with 2,239,567 for the corresponding 
period of 1932. On the other hand, the 
intelligence either of driver or of pedes- 
trian does not seem to expand in 
company with the degree of danger. 
Fortunately, things have not reached 
such a pass as yet in Ireland. Ought we to 
grieve that we are still too backward to 
appreciate the necessity of a “ car for 
every home,’’ or to congratulate ourselves 
on the fact that we are spared many of 
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involves ?

British Trading Policy.

GERMANY’S REPLY 
ON DISARMAMENT. 


“ DISCRIMINATION” 
STILL EVIDENT. 


TWO-STAGE SCHEME 
UNACCEPTABLE.

HE German Government’s reply to the 


French aide-mémoire on disarmament 
was handed last night to the French Am- 
bassador in Berlin, M. Francois Poncet. 

On receipt of this news Sir John Simon

The German reply is, according to in- 
formation from German sources, carefully 
drawn up, and replies in detail to. the 
aide-mémoire. 

The question of a probationary period 
for the establishment of Germany’s arma- 
ments is objected to by Germany on 
principle. It is true, ‘says the German 
source, that the term “ probationary 


Í period’’ does not appear in the French 


text, but it is, nevertheless, implied. 
Cerman circles stress that anything 

resembling a probationary period would 

constitute a discrimination against Ger- 


imany. and consequently be an attemp’ 
upen her honour. 


Moreover, Germany cannot admit a dis- 
armament in two stages, as proposed, 


INSUFFICIENT EFFECTIVES. 


Other German objections are related to 
the effectives of the German Army. Two 
hundred: thousand men are not sufficient 
to guarantee Germany’s safety, it is de. 
clared. Besides, such a small number 
would not give Germany an army equiva- 
lent to the present Reichswehr. 

Again, the new army would have to have 
from the start all the arms conceded to 
Germany as defensive arms. To organise 
the army it is necessary to settle the ques- 
tion of armaments at the same time as 
that of effectives. Both diplomatic and 
military quarters agree that the value of 
an army depends on the effectives and 
armaments concurrently. 

As regards the _ so-called” military 
organisations, such as the Storm Troops 
and Steel Helmets, it appears that Hitler, 
as clearly stated by the German Press 
during the past week, was inclined to 
accept control on condition that the same 
control is also extended to those countries 
which possess similar organisations. 

lt is pointed out by German quarters 
that the question of the so-called military

THE AIR FORCE OFFER. 


As regards the Air Forces, the reduction 
of fifty per cent. proposed by the French 
is considered by French political circles, 
it is said on the German side, as an offer 
of far-reachin significance. : 

Germany would like to know what will 
be done with the aircraft that will be 
withdrawn from service. It is pointed 
out that if Germany is granted no air 
force, then the reduction of fifty per ceat. 
loses all value, because Germany would 
stil; have no air force. 

It is learnt in Paris that the German 
reply is a document of fifteen pages, 
and, in addition to observations on the 
French viewpoint, requests further ex- 
planation of the various points of detail. 

After Baron vor Neurath had seen the. 
French Ambassador, he received the 
British Ambassador, Sir Eric Phipps, 
and handed him the German reply to the 
3ritish memorandum on disarmament of 
December 20th. 

The speech made by the French Premier, 
M. Chautemps, in the Senate yesterday, 
is regarded by German official quarters 
and the Press as extremely disappointing, 
and as not calculated to improve Franco- 
German relations. THis remark that ne- 
gotiations between Paris and Berlin were 
‘somewhat romantic ” is especially de- 
plored, and the newspapers deduce that 
France does not intend to come to any 
agreement with Germany which would 
compel her to disarm below the present 
military level.

INSURANCE OF 
MOTORISTS. 


SOME FACTS AND 
FIGURES. 
“OWN DAMAGE” AND 
“THIRD PARTY RISKS.”

HICH of the parties to the motor 
insurance wrangle in the Free State 
has the balance of right on its side— Mr. 
Lemass in his post-prandial denunciation 
of the British Accident Office Committee, 
or the combined companies (British and 
Irish, tariff and non-tariff) when they 
say that higher premiums are the only 
alternative to recurring and increasing 
losses on their contracts with the Free 
State motor-owners ? 

These are the questions which led me, 
as a disinterested inquirer, to try to 
quarry out some hard facts and figures 
which,. when mere polemics are exhausted, 
must determine the really big issues that 
have been precipitated by the compulsory 
insurance sections of the Road Traffic Act. 
The result of inquiries in insurance 
circles—pursued with the objective desire 
to-get at “the truth, the whole truth, and 
nothing but the truth '—was anything but 
comforting from the insurer’s point of 
view. | 

What puzzles me is why the associated 
companies and their non-tariff competitors, 
having for many years silently suffered 
increasing losses on their Free State 
business, should have seized the occasion 


vocative ultimatum. Thrown at the heads 
of a politically sensitive community and 
an industry just managing to keep its 
head above the water line, the ultimatum 
seems to throw away a good case. The facts 
which emerge from my inquiries, however 
reluctantly one may have to record them, 
establish the conclusion that the Road 
Traffic Act is merely the occasion, and 
only in a minor degree, if at all, the 
raison d'étre, of the present crisis. - 


A TYPICAL LOSS RECORD. 


The losses which various companies have 
incurred in Free State motor business, 
I found in the course of my investigations, 
varied, as might have been expected, in 
proportion to the care exercised in the 
choice of risks and in the scrutiny of 
claims made. In some cases, where such 
vigilance was relaxed, I found that as 
much as £200 to £300 was disbursed, as 
against every £100 of nett premium re- 
ceived. 

To be on the safe side, I select, from 
many official records courteously shown to 
me in confidence, the Free State experience 
of a big British tariff office who declined 
even to consider proposals for taxicabs, 
omnibuses or private cars over fixed’ ages, 
for the year 1932. This company’s record 
shows :—

This result was not in any way excep- 
tional. It was typical, I found, of the 
same company’s experience for other 
years, and of Free State results obtained 
by other conservatively conducted corpora- 
tions. 


“OWN DAMAGE” AND 
«“ THIRD. PARTY.” 


Even more surprising to me were the 
analyses of claims paid. From them I 
found that only about one-third of such 
payments were made in discharge of third 
party indemnities. “Own damage 
accounted for the losses, with the result 
that agents were urged to concentrate 
on ‘‘ third party ” risks. In other words, 
if “own damage” business could be 
eliminated, there would almost certai:.ly 
be no need to impose any increase of 
premium rates for “third party ” indem- 
nities, which are the only “ risks ” made 
compulsory by the Road Traffic Act. 

Here is an anomalous revelation of the 
combined efforts of Governments and in- 
surance organisations to protect the pedes- | 
trian and the passenger from the financial 
consequences of accident. 


TARIFFS NOT THE TROUBLE, 


With these important facts before me, 1 
find it difficult to understand why either 
Mr. Lemass or insurance companies should 
appear to make the major issue turn upon 
the relatively trifling element of the high 
costs. of spare parts as ingredients in 
repair bills. From exhaustive records 
examined I am satisfied that the removal 
of every import tariff (which on other 
grounds I regard as iniquitous) would not 
reduce insurance outgoings by 10 per cent. 
Applied to the typical case which I have 
quoted, this would be an abatement of a 
year’s losses trom £4,000 to £3,600. 

If we are to get at the really deep-seated 
and more subtle causes which explain the 
present crisis, and must be eradicated if 
the cost of Free State insurance, however 
controlled or administered, is to be made 
reasonable, we are forced into a wider 
field of inquiry.

CASE OF SOUTH

AN INQUIRY TO BE 
HELD. 


SHARP LETTER TO 
WICKLOW COUNCIL. 


á beo official figures of the collection of 
County Council rates, as published 
in the Irish Times yesterday, are. ap- 
parently. causing much anxiety to the 
há State Department of Local Govern- 
ment. According to these figures, there 
was outstanding on 3lst December last 
no less than 60.3 per cent. of the collec- 
tion for the -twenty-six counties. At the 
end of 1932 the amount outstanding was 
54.5 per cent., and at the end of 1941 
46 per cent. 

The County Council having the largest 
amount of rates mésmhóag cha on the 
date mentioned was Tipperary (South 
Riding), with 78.4. County Mayo was 
easily best, with only 36 per cent. out-

In the case of South Tipperary it was 
officially announced yesterday that the 
Minister for Local Government intends at 
an early date to hold an inquiry into the 
conduct of their duties by the County 
Council of that area. 


COUNTY WICKLOW. 


The case of the County Council of 
Wicklow has also come to the 
Minister’s notice, following the meeting 
of the Council on Thursday, a report of 
which appeared in _ yesterday’s news- 
papers. 

‘Mr. E. P. McCarron, Secretary to the

The Minister is not prepared, 
as appears to have been proposed, to re- 
ceive a deputation representing the 
Council and farmers, but, on the con- 
trary, wishes it to be clearly understood 
that, if further interference takes place 
with the rate collectors, he will take such

Tae following official minute was issued 
yesterday, following the visit of a 
deputation representing cattle-feeders to 
Dr. Ryan, Free State Minister for Agri- 
culture, at Government Buildings :— 

“ A deputation was received by the 
Minister for Agriculture to-day, which 
submitted proposals in favour of the grant- 
ing of all licences for the export of fat 
cattle to those engaged in stall-feeding. 
The proposals submitted were sympatheti- 
cally received by the Minister, who 
promised to give them careful considera- 
tion.”’ 

SUGGESTED CENSUS. 

It was stated in other quarters that the 
deputation was from the recent confer- 
ences held in Dublin and Athy. The dele- 
gates put up a strong case to the Minister 
that the whole quota should be given to 
the farmers, and went on to show that this 
would in no way be prejudicial to the 
cattle traders. 

It was urged that the 15th of next month 
would be too late to give the quotas to the 
feeders, as the first half of February is 
the best time for selling stall-fed beef in 
the British market. | 

The Minister agreed that the ideal 
system would be to give the feeders the 
whole quota, but the difficulty to him was 
to ascertain the number of cattle being 
fattened. It was stressed to him that this 
could be expeditiously ascertained by the 


for Justice by employing the organisations 
of the Civic Guards and the Committees 
of Agriculture to go round to all the 
farmers and get the number of cattle being 
stall-fed. This could be done in a few 
days, and it was suggested that each 
Superintendent of the Guards and the 
Secretaries of Committees of Agriculture 
get in touch, and proceed with taking a 
census of the stall-fed*cattle at once. If 
this were done, it was pointed out, there 
was no reason why the Minister would not 
have all necessary data within one week 
to allocate the entire quota to all feeders, 
large and small, without discrimination.

DOLLARS AND GOLD. 


In a leading article to-day The Times 
observes:—Mr. Roosevelt’s Gold Reserve 
Bill is being passed through Congress even 
more quickly and more easily than was 
anticipated. In Washington, where the most 
extraordinary ideas seem to prevail as tothe 
use made of the British Exchange Equalisa- 
tion Fund, it is assumed that the corre- 
sponding American fund will be used to 
fix the exchanges between the dollar and 
foreign currencies at any rates desired by 
the President within the wide margin 
determined by the limits set for the de- 
preciation of the gold value of the dollar. 
The exchange rates for the dollar are now 
little above the upper limit, and probally 
no great disturbance would be caused if 
they were forced down to correspond to 
the valuation of 60 gold cents. Attempts 
to drive them much below that level would 
be another matter, and would undoubtedly 
cause confusion and alarm, especially in 
the gold standard countries. For the time 
being, however, American currency de- 
velopments are being taken very calmly 
in Europe. 

It seems clear enough, proceeds The 
Times, that the gold—or possibly it may 
be the gold and silver—standard which 
Mr. Roosevelt contemplates is. something 
very different from the gold standard as 
usually understood, and that under it the 
metallic content of the currency would not 
be fixed, but variable to prevent fluctua- 
tions in the commodity value of gold, or 
of gold and silver, from causing excessive 
fluctuations in the price level. As he has 
declared with great emphasis and on many 
occasions, his desire is to arrive ultimately 
at. a dollar which shall have a constant 
purchasing and debt-paying power, there 
is nothing in the latest developments of 
his policy to suggest that he is deviating 
from that objective except, perhaps, the 
fact that he has now set both upper and 
lower limits to the gold value of the 
dollar, but those limits leave him a wide 
margin within which to operate. A 60 cent 
dollar has twenty per cent. more gold than 
a 50 cent dollar, and he probably thinks 
that twenty per cent. elbow room will be 
enough for his purpose. It is too early to 
say whether the comparative stability 
secured by fixing these limits will, as was 
plainly intended, encourage business by 
reviving confidence, and thus incidentally 
facilitate the huge Government Loan 
operations impending in the American 
Market. This and the setting up of an 
exchange stabilisation fund of 2,000 
million dollars indicate a possibility of 
monetary discussions with other countries,

During the afternoon officials of the 
union, led by Mr. Sam Kyle (Area Secre- 
tary), met Mr. Donal O'Sullivan, of the 
Free State Department of Industry and 
Commerce, and other members of the 
Department. Mr, O'Sullivan gave the 
union a statemené from the Minister, Mr. 
Sean Lemass, in Which the Minister said 
that the Government had never had any 
objection to Irish workers joining unions 
with headquarters outside of the Free 
State, and explained that his attitude in 
the present dispute was neutral. He 
deplored the inconvenience to the 
travelling public and expressed the hope 
that there would be an early settlement. 


MORE MEN OUT. 


Yesterday morning, when the men em- 
ployed at the Ballsbridge works of the 
Tramways Company arrived for duty, they 
did not start work, as they had been 
called upon by the Amalgamated Trans- 
port and General Workers’ Union to join 
in the strike, and after posting a picket 
they left again for their homes. The other

Owing to the disposition c? members 
of this union at the various dépéts, how- 
ever, the service was better on some routes 
than on others—Dalkey, Sandymount and 
Fairview being particularly affected by the 
Shortage of transport.

HANKS to a huge display of police at 
all the entries to the inner city, the 


second day of the visit of Signor ‘Suvich, 
Italian Under Secretary for Foreign 
Affairs, to Vienna passed off more quietly. 

Attempts were made to-day to discover 
from the Duce’s emissary whether Italy 
had any plan ready for Austria, but 
Signor Suvich only answered rather 
cautiously that ‘‘ peace in. Austria was a 
pre-requisite. before anything could be 
arranged,”’ 

He also suggested, however, that, as far 
as a plan was concerned, the Mussolini 
plan already existed. This would seem to 
indicate that Italy is proposing to support 
an Austro-Hungarian combination. 


DEFINITE PROMISE? 


The general feeling here certainly seems 
to be that Dr. Dollfuss would not have

The Yugoslavian view of Signor Suvich's 
visit to Vienna is that Italy is working 
to resurrect in a new form the Austro- 
Hungarian Monarchy, according’ to 
Reuter’s Correspondent in Belgrade. The

HIS LABOUR FOR

CARDINAL MERCIER’S 
~ LAST TRIBUTE. 
regret to mheon that Viscount 


Halifax, whose name for many years 
has been associated with the movement to 
promote reunion of the Anglican and 
Roman Churches, died last night at his 
residence, Hickleton Hall, Doncaster, 
aged ninety-four. His son and heir, Lord 


Irwin (President of the Board of Educa- 


tion, and late Viceroy of India), Lady 
Bingley and other members of the family 
were present when he died. Lord Irwin 
succeeds to the Viscounty. 

The funeral will take place at Hickleton 
at 11 a.m. on Tuesday next, and at that 
hour also there will be a Requiem in York 
Minster. 

Charles Lindley Wood, second Viscount, 
and son of the first Viscount Halifax, was 
born in London on June 7, 1839, and was 


|} educated at Eton and at Christ Church, 


Oxford. He was held in high esteem by 
Queen Victoria, who selected him to be 
chief companion to King Edward, then 
Prince of Wales. From 1863 to 1877 he was 
Groom of the Bedchamber to the Prince. 
For several years he acted as an Ecclesias- 
tical Commissioner. He was a foundation 
member of the English Church Union, In 
1869—ten years after its inception—he 
became its President, a post which he held 
till 1919. In 1931 he was again appointed 
President, but some time afterwards 
resigned as ‘‘ a protest against the present 
végime.’’ Within a few weeks, however, 
the Church Union’s Council decided to 


amalgamate with the Anglo-Catholic Con- 
gress, 


and Lord Halifax withdrew his 


resignation. 


SEEKING RE-UNION. 
Lord Halifax’s leading aim in life—his 
spiritual passion—was reunion with the 
To that end he devoted 
Undaunted by the voice 


he sought it with the fervour and per- 


sistence of a Hebrew prophet. He urged it

his living hope, his mission, and the hope 
glowed in him with a steady flame.

VISIT TO CARDINAL 
MERCIER. 


In 1921 Lord Halifax visited Cardinal 
Mercier at Malines, with the result that 
the Cardinal agreed to receive some 
Anglicans, who, like Lord Halifax him- 
self, were anxious to see closer relations 
between Canterbury and Rome. The 
meetings were held with the knowledge of 
the Pope and the Archbishop of Canter- 
bury. The conversations yielded no imme- 
diate fruit. Lord Halifax, however, 
stated that they ‘‘ revealed a considerable 
measure of agreement,” and he added: 
‘The whole subject of our relations with 
the See of Rome is of so vast and compli- 
cated a character, and the questions of 
doctrine and interpretation that will need 
to be explored are so numerous, that many 
similar conferences will have to be held, 
— of a more authoritative nature, 

efore we can hope to make any real pro- 
gress towards a mutual understanding.’’ 
He continued to hope that the conversa- 
tions would “ in God's good time ’’ create 
'“a burning zeal for the restoration ol 
Catholic Apostolic unity,”’ 

Cardinal Mercier, in a letter to the 
Archbishop of Canterbury, spoke of the 
difficulties encountered on both sides, but 
his note was not unhopeful. ‘ Faithful to 
our origina] purpose,” he said, ‘‘ we must 
bring to light progressively whatever 
favours reunion, and set aside, or defer, 
whatever stands in the way.” 

So closed the Malines conversations, In 
a little while the splendid Cardinal lay 
sick to death. Lord Halifax came to his 
bedside, and the Cardinal gave him a ring 
in token of their friendship. 

Lord Halifax married in 1869 Lady 
Agnes Elizabeth Courtenay (who died in 
1919), only daughter of the eleventh Ear! 
of Devon. He is survived by his son 
(Lord Irwin) and two daughters. Lord 
Irwin was raised to the Peerace in 1925. 
Before his appointment as Viceroy of 
India, Lord Irwin (then Mr. Edward 
Wood) had held office successively as 
Under-Secretary for the Colonies, Minister 
of Agriculture, and President of the Board 
of Education. He married in 1909 Lady 
Dorothy Onslow, daughter of the fourth 
Earl of Onslow. . 

Reuter’s Rome Correspondent says — 
The news of the death of Lord Halifax 
was received here with universal] regret. 
He was well known in Vatican circles, 
where he had many close friends. His 
efforts to bring the Catholic Church and 
the Church of England closer together 
through the Malines conference and in 
other ways were watched here with great 
interest, though at the same time it was 
felt that nothing like a real basis of 
union had been found. '

The 
General had recently stated that he (Mr. 
Norton) had ae ce the Government in 
dismissing him. The General s removal from 
office took place in February, 1954, but after 
his removal the General sought every 
rossible opportunity of interviewing 
Saas and the purpose of all the 
interviews was to try to secure a pension. 
He was not concerned with what the General 
thought of him, but the next time he felt like 
treating the country to another deluge of 
words the General might: try to reconcile his 
“ corner-boy ” references with the following 
passage in a letter which he had written to 
him (Mr. Norton) on the 30th March last, two 
months after his removal from office: “‘ I have 
no. doubt, however, that the Labour Party 
under yotr guidance, will see that justice 1s 
done to a public servant who tries to do his 
best for his country.” 

The General’s inconsistency was equalled 
only by his political foolishness and instability. 
Last year he told him that in his, the 
(General's view, certain political parties in this 
country should unite in trying to put out of 
public life, ‘‘ because he was a national 
menace,’ a certain deputy who was now one 
of the Front Bench additions to the Cumann 
na nGaedheal Party. in the Dail. 

General O'Duffy, Mr. Norton added, would 
have to find some less spectacular outlet for 
his vanity than attempts ‘to establish a 
dictatorship, and it was the obvious duty 
of the Government to make sure that this 
country would not tolerate the dictatorical 
tyranny that other countries were compelled 


to endure. 


OBITUARY. 
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THE BARONESS BENTINCK. 

The death took place at Banchory, Dee- 
side, yesterday, of the Baroness Bentinck, 
wife of Lieutenant-Colonel Baron Bentinck, 
C.M.G., Baron of the Netherlands, eee 
Assistant Imperial Secretary to the Hig 
Commissioner and Governor-General, South 
Africa. The Baroness Bentinck took a pro- 
minent part in the social life of Deeside. She 
was engaged in nursing work in South 
Africa, and also in France during the Great 
War. She was the third daughter of Colo- 
nel William Burnett.Ramsay, of Banchrory 
Lodge, and married Baron Bentinck in 1904. 


LADY ROBERT MANNERS. 

After a brief illness, Lady Robert Manners 
died at the home of Major John Lacelles, 
in West Eaton place, London, yesterday. 
Last July she received serious injuries to her 
head and face, when a saloon car in which 
she was riding was overturned in a collision 
with a car and trailer at Greatham, near 
Stamford; but after several months’ rest she 
seemed to have recovered almost completely.

Manners’s husband, was killed while takin 
art in the battle of Paschendale in 1917. 
de was a son of the seventh Duke of Rut- 
land, and he was married to Lady Manners 
in 1902, Lady Manners was the daughter of 
the late Rev. C. P. Buckworth.

APPEAL TO HOUSE OF 
LORDS. 


It was stated in London last night that 
an appeal to the House of Lords had been 
lodged in the case of British Celanese, 
Ltd., and Courtaulds, Ltd. 

The original action was heard before 
Mr. Justice Clauson. British Celanese 
claimed an injunction to restrain the 
defendants, Courtaulds, Ltd.,- from in- 
fringing certain letters patent belonging 
to British Celanese, Ltd. 

Mr. Justice Clauson dismissed the 
action, and an appeal against the decision 
was dismissed by the Court of Appeal. 

The appeal against the Court of Appeal’s 
decision was lodged in December. 

British Celanese, in their action, alleged 
that, on various dates between January, 
1926, and July, 1931, the defendants made 
and sold cellulose acetate yarns and 
fabrics composed of or -containing such 
yarns which had been manufactured, and 
had used machines constructed in accord- 
ance with the inventions disclosed in the 
complete specifications of the letters 
patent in question. 

The defendants denied having infringed 
the letters patent, and said that each of 
the letters patent was, and always had 
heen, invalid. They counter-claimed for 
the revocation of the letters patent.

The economic situation in Sweden during. 
1933 showed a great improvement on the 
previous year, when the Kreuger crisis played 
havoc with a good many established values. 
The first quarter of last year was still very 
difficult, but already in April signs of an 
impending change for the better became 
apparent, apart from the seasonal trade move- 
ments. The drop im’ wholesale prices was 
arrested and a slow increase began; emyloy- 
ment figures showed a distinct imprevement 
and the adverse trade balance became less 
menacing. | 
By June exports exceeded imports in value, 
and the situation became still more favour- 
able during following months. A check 
occurred in October, ES Matcher showed 
again an increase in exports, and the balance 
of foreign trade for the first eleven months of 
ó was some ten million pounds (190 
million kronor) better than during the same 
period, 1932. The adverse trade balance for 
the period January-November, 1933, was only 
slightly over one million pounds. : 
All the principal export industries con- 
tributed in varying degrees to this result. 
The timber sales had by the middle of Decem- 
ber reached a total of 844,000 standards for 
the year, compared to 710,000 standards in 
1952, and the prices had improved slightly. 
The wood pulp mills had sold their total pro- 
duction for the year already in August, and 
by December some 40 per cent. of the esti- 
mated production for 1954 had been disposed 
of. The situation in the paper trade, was less 
satisfactory owing to recent developments in 
the United States, and the prices, particularly 
for Newsprint, were very low. The total pro- 
duction for the year was, however, sold. 
The iron and steel trades were also able to 
register some advance, which is a much- 
needed change, seeing that these industries 
have been suffering an almost umelieved de- 
cline during recent years. The export of pig 
iron during the first eleven months of last 
year amounted to 85,000 tons, compared to 
41,000 tons the same period of 1932, and 
other branches of the iron and steel trades 
also improved. The engineering industries, 
on the other hand, were only partially, and 
to a slight degree, affected by ‘he genera] 
trade movement. i | 
The - money market showed an unprece- 
dented supply of capital and in consequence 
declining interest rates. The economic depres- 
sion had released large sums normally em- 
ployed in industry and tr-de, while at the 
same time considerable foreign investments 
were repatriated to Sweden. The Bank of 
Sweden’s gold and c-rrency resbrves in- 
ercased by no less than 86 per cent., although 
the changes in the note issue were-inconsider- 
able. The low levels of interest rates were 
however, not exclusively caused by the 
decline in the trade. requir-ments of capital, 
but were also intimately connectéd with the 
currency policy of the Bank o: Sweden. Since 
the beginning of 1933 it has been the avowed 
intention of the bank to keep the krona 
anchortd to the pound sterling. providing a 
stable rate of exchange on London. It 
follows that the value of the krona in relation 
to gold currencies has varied with the 
fluctuations of the pound. ‘There is no doubt 
that the krona, in consequence, at times has 
stood lower in relation tc gold currencies than 
would have been the case if the exchange lad 
been free, 


THE BRITISH TOY 
INDUSTRY. |

PRESIDENT ON TARIFF 
POLICY. 

There is not the slightest doubt, as wit- 
nessed py the experience of the ordinary 
person shopping last Christmas, that the 
British toy industry, as a result of the 
assistance given by tariffs, has established 
itself in a more favourable position than it 
has enjoyed for many years past, and even 
better results might have been obtained but 
for tha sacrifice which was made in the 
agreement with Germany, whereby the duty 
on toys was reduced from 25 per cent. to 
15 per cent. 

The Empire Industries Association has re- 
ceived the following interesting letter from 
Mr. Walter Lines, President of the British 
Toy Manufacturers’ Association:—‘‘I have 
no hesitation in stating that the toy trade 
has been considerably helped by the imposi- 
tion of tariffs on imports from abroad. We 
are, however, very much disturbed at the 
reduction in tariff which was made in con- 
nection with Mr. Runciman’s trade compacts 
with other countries. The members of my 
Association consider that this reduction was 
quite unnecessary, and did, in fact, lead to a 
lessening demand for British-made toys of a 
certain type, the manufacture of which had 
been commenced very successfully after Great 
Britain had decided to change its free imports 
policy. It appears to me to be ridiculous 
that we should aliow the import of American 
toys into Great Britain on a 15 per cent. 
duty; whereas, when we try to export goods 
to the United States a duty of 65 per cent. to 
70 per cent. is imposed. Or when we try to 
send them to France the duty on certain goods 
amounts to 125 per cent., apart from the fact 
that quotas have been made which practi- 
cally exclude British toys from the foreign 
market. Also, in spite of the fact that Great 
Britain’s exports from Denmark are enor- 
mously greater than Great Britain exports to 
Denmark, Denmark has set up import quotas, 
which must have the effect of decreasing 
Great Britain’s exports of toys to Denmark. - 

‘In mv opinion, it would be advisable at 
the earliest possible moment to get rid of the 
Most-Favoured-Nations Treaties so that Great 
Britain can deal with other countries as they 
deal by us.” 


BRITISH FARMING 
PROSPECTS.

Although a review of the prospects for 1934 
in the agricultural industry m Britain may 
seom, at a moment when several marketing 
boards are in the experiinental stage, some- 
what ike a merchant taking stock when 
moving into new premises, this much can’ be 
definitely said: raa:kets for British farm pro- 
duce will grow considerably in the new 
year. i 

The fuil benehts of the quota. arrange- 
ments for hacon, meat and certain dairy 
yroduce, which are an integral part of the 
Ministry’s marketing schemes, have not yet 
been felt. They should become more ew:- 
dent in the spring. Im spite of the agree- 
ments with certain foreign countries, how- 
ever, enormous quantities of condensed 
skimmed milk are still being’ imported. 
Before the dairy farming industry can be 
said to have been put on a sound economic 
footing the Government must restrict, if not 
abolish entirely, this dumping of milk of the 
“ Unfit for Infants ' type. 

The advent of the new year behoves 
farmers to turn their attention seriously to a 
rapidly-growing market, which is right on 
their doorsteps. Canned food factories are 
calling out for home-produced vegetables and 
other farm produce. It is a January to 
December demand, not a seasonal one. best 
quality only is wanted, and prices, therefore, 
rule high. ‘The output of British canneries 
last vear was 1,600,000 cwts. It is for farmers 
to see that in the coming year they secure 
as much of this market as possible.

A substance which it is mot going too far to 
say is fundamental for the well-being of the 
human race is sugar (writes Lnginee ring). 
lu Bvritam there are available such ample 
supphes of this commodity that, although 
practically all requirements have to be im. 
ported, the attempts that have been made to 
encourage its production from native beet 
have already cost taxpayers £24.000,000, with- 
out placing the industry concerned on a firm 
enough foundation to meet the competition of 
the cane growers of Cuba or the beet-growers 
of Czechoslovakia. 

On the other hand, Germany has no such 
resources available, and combining this want 
with her determination to become, as far as 
possible, self-supporting. it is not surprising 
that her scientists have for Jong been making 
valiant attempts to discover whether the sugar 
she requ'res cannot be produced from such 
materials as she has at her disposal. The 
results of some of these researches were 
interestingly described in a paper on “ ‘The 
[i tilisation of W ood for the Production of 
Foodstuffs, Alcohol, and Glucose,’ by Dr, 
Friederich Bergius. 

Dr. Bergius began by pointing out that ib 
was in 1811 that Kirchhoff first saccharified 
starch by means of dilute acid, and that a 
year or two later Braconnot found that cellu- 
lose could be converted into sugar by treating 
it with concentrated oil of vitricl In the 
middle of last century Melsens and Béchamp, 
among others, succeeded in extracting sugar 
from wood, and later on attempts were made 
to convert the solution thus obtained into 
wizohol by fermentation. 

Though sume use was made of these dise 
coveries durmg the war, the result was not @ 
success econvmically and was mainly of ime 
portance VECALISE it enabled the serious 
shortage of alcohol then obtaining to be 
partly counteracted. At the same time, for 
reasons already mentioned, Dr. Bergius and 
his associates began to build up the wood- 
sugar process which bears his name, though, 
as he modestly said, it is not solely his in- 
vention. 

The essential feature of this process is that 
the sugar-containing solution, produced as the 
result of the reaction between the wood and 
40 per cent. hydrochloric acid, is utilised to 
treat fresh wood, so that the sugar concentra- 
tion 18 increased and an equilibrium between 
the hydrochlorie acid and the cellulose is 
finally obtained. The difficulty and expense 
of recovering the surplus acid, which is neces- 
sury to the process, bas the first weak sugar 
solution are, therefore. overcome and 
more than 10 per cent. of the acid is lost, 

The statement that it took from 1916 to 
1920 to raise this laboratory success to an 
industrial scale and to build a batterv of ten 
vessels with an agregate capacity of 1,000 
htres will surpriso no one, and it is, perhaps, 
a sufficient indication. now that success has 
been achieved, of the difficulties that had to 
be overome, 

The degree: of that success is shown by 
relating that by 1925 it was possible to con- 
Struct a planteat Geneva with an aggregate 
capacity of 40,000 litres. the objects of which 
were to determine the technical conditions of 
wood-saccharification, to discover the neces- 
sury ratio between the raw materials—wood 
and hydrochloric acid—the final product, and 
the energy ceusumed. and to imstruct the 
staff. Continuous running demonstrated that 
the equipment could be made absolutely acid- 
tight, in spite ef the complicated svstem of 
piping, and that both the sugar concentration 
and the yield were higher than before. Ags 
a result the construction of an even larger 
factory was begun at Mannheim-Rheinau, and 
this has been in continuous operation since 
Its completion in May last.

LIFEBOAT’S FIGHT 
WITH HURRICANE. 


- 

FORTY-SIX PEOPLE 
RESCUED FROM WRECK, 
A lifeboat’s ten-hour struggle through 

mountainous seus, lashed - by the tail-end of a 
hurricane, to rescue 46 people has been 
described by a Johannesburg scaman in @ 
letter to relatives describing the wreck of @ 
coaster on a reei in the Indian Ocean, east 
of Mombasa, writes Reuter from Johannes- 
burg. 

After the Dahlia had dashed 1,250 mules 
from Mombasa to the Island of Agalega in 
answer to an S.O.S. from the coaster Wajao 
(which had been wrecked on a reet during a 
cyclone), the struggle began. This 1s how 
the seaman describes. it :— 

“ Early in the morning there was a heavy 
wind, and the seas were mountains high— 
and I don’t mean perhaps. We lowered away 
one of our lifeboats to pick up the crew and 
passengers of the stranded vessel, 46 im all, 
including two women and four children. 

“I was in the boat, and, as the result of 
my experience, I never want to be stranded 
at sea. From seven in the morning until five 
in the afternoon we battled with the sea, 
and we had only a quarter of a mile to pull 
from the ship. 

“The fourth boatload was the worst. I 
shall never forget it. We had ten people in 
it, and, after being nearly swamped a dozen 
times, one of the crew, a shell-shocked man, 
lost his nerve and behaved‘ like a madman, 
The boat was being tossed about like a shell, 
and three of us had to seize him and hold 
him down, He was screaming all the time 
at the top of his voice. 

‘Eventually, after a nightmare trip, we 
came alongside and managed to lash-him to 
a winch and heave him up with the windlass, 
Then he was stgapped in his bunk until he 
recovered, which was next day. The boat's 
crew was severely bruised, due to the boat's 
being tossed about, but, luckilv, there were 
no casualties.”’

The Chairman said :— The report has been 
in your hands for some days, and the results 
of the year’s working as disclosed in the 
accounts, though to some extent less favour- 
able than those of the previous year, will, I 


trust, be regarded as satisfactory when the 
difficulties of the period which they cover 
are borne in mind. In addressing you last 
year I referred to the very unusual expansion 
of over eleven and a half million pounds in 
the balance sheet totals which had taken 
place during the year 1932, and you will 
recollect I pointed out that this very sub- 
stantial addition was due to abnormal factors, 
and could not be regarded as of a permanent 
character. It is, therefore, not surprising to 
find that these totals have fallen during the 
past year by some £6,338,000 to the level of 
£45,106,974 shown in the balance sheet, and 
it will be readily understood that the de- 
pletion in our funds has not been without its 
reactions upon our earnings. 


THE LIABILITIES, 


Dealing first with our liabilities, it will be 
observed that no alteration has been made 
in the rest, your board having considered 
it more appropriate in the present uncertain 
conditions to make a further allocation out 
of profits to the contingencies account, rather 
than by way of an addition to the published 
reserve. : 

Notes and post bills in circulation ghow a 
small decline of £11,000, partly due to the 
withdrawal of our old note issues under the 
provisions of the Currency Act, while Govern- 
ment and other public accounts are less by 
some £3516, 

The remaining item on the liabilities side 
to which I would refer is that appearing 
under the heading deposit, current and other 
accounts, which show a decline of £6,059,000. 
It will be remembered that our liabilities 
under this heading increased by some eight 
and a half million pounds in 1932, an 
this increase was attributed mainly to 
large sums which had been left 
with us temporarily pending completion of 
arrangements for their distribution. The year 
which has passed has witnessed the with- 
drawal of many of these large sums; portion 
of the ‘‘idle’’ money held by us has gone 
back into investment, and deposits of Ameri- 
can money are being gradually repatriated, 
owing to some extent to the remarkable re- 
versal which has taken place during the year 
in the value of the dollar in terms of our 
currency. As these temporary considerations 
have not yet ceased to operate it is possible 
that a further contraction in our figures may 
occur during the current year. 


THE ASSETS. 


On the assets side you will finc that our 
cash and money at call and short notice 
amounts to the very satisfactory figure of 
£5,179,000, and though somewhat less than a 
year ago, still represents a proportion of 15.3 

er cent. of our direct liabilities to the public. 

f we add to this our mvestments, the propor- 
tion is raised to no less than 70.7 per cent., 
which I feel is a sufficient indication that the 
bank’s traditional policy of maintaining a 
strong position continues to be followed.

“ AN INIQUITOUS TAX.” 


Mr. P. H. Grierson said that he thought 
they hade done a very wise thing in not 
putting money to “rest.” There was. no 
such thing as rest in the banking business. 
They did not know what was going to 
happen. It was perfectly right to put it to 
‘* contingencies,’’ and hide it in contingencies 
away to be used as required, When the new 
loan was floated by the Government he 
thought that the directors of all the banks— 
not those of the Bank of Ireland alone—had 
been very negligent in a way. When the 
‘‘ hateful ’’ English were in charge in this 
country they had to pay 7s. 6d. per cent. on 
the notes that were being used in curreuty, 
but not on the idle notes. When their home 
Government came in they charged 30s. per 
cent. on the notes that were being used. A 
new Government had come in which said: 
“The last Government beat you with whips, 
but we will beat you with scorpions. We will 
make: you pay ó per cent. not only on the 
notes in circulation, but also on those idle in 
the till.”” He thought that was iniquitous. 

When the Government was going to issue 
the new loan they should have said to them: 
“We will support you, but you are not 
going to keep on that iniquitous tax.’’ The 
banks should make a move to get that tax 
taken off. Since the present Government 
came in the income tax had been increased, 
and they had been charged corporation tax 
that they had never been charged before. 
He would like to know what amount 
they were paying to the Govern- 

It must be a 
amount, He did not know how 
banks were going to etand it

We are willing at all times to 
make sound banking advances large or small, 
but unfortunately opportunities in this direc- 
tion have not been forthcoming in sufficient 
volume during the past year to take the 
place of loans which have been paid off. 


SECURITY OF THE LAND. 


As you are aware, portion of our advances 
consists of loans against the security of 
land. Unfortunately, the value of such 
security has fallen greatly of late years, and 
in some cases it is extremely difficult, if not 
impossible, to realise our security, even in 
part, This difficulty, which is largely due 
to hesitancy on the part of others to invest 
money in land at a period when an adequate 
return on capital cannot be foreseen, is, I 
regret to say, in many cases added to by 


steps which might be taken to liquidate the 
debts due against lands, notwithstanding the 
fact that the utmost forbearance has been 
shown to deserving farmer borrowers. I 
can.only express the hope that the farming 
community will realise that any action on 
their part which has the effect of still further 
depressing the value of their holdings is 


against their own best interests, and tends to 


discourage lenders in making advances 
against security of this nature. 

The only remaining item on the assets 
side which shows any alteration is that en- 
titled bank premises, the small increase in 
which is due to capital expenditure at our 
head office and some of our branches, 


PROFIT AND LOSS. 


Proceeding to the profit and loss account, 
our net profit, after providing fully for all 
bad and doubtful debts not already provided 
for, interest on deposits, rebate and other 
contingencies, appears at a total of £404,253, 
showing a decrease of £32,500 when com- 
pared with the previous year. This profit, 
with the. carry forward from last year, gives 
us a total of £493,149 now to be dealt with. 
Of this sum, £100,000 has been transferred to 
reserves for contingencies, and your directors 
recommend the payment of a final dividénd 
at the rate of 8 per cent., less income tax, 
payable on the Ist proximo, which, with the 
64 per cent, interim dividend paid on the 
Ist August, makes a total distribution for 
the full year of 145 per cent., less income 
tax, the same as that made in respect of 


the year 1932. 
BURDEN OF TAXES. 


A year ago I expressed the fear that we 
must expect results less satisfactory than 
those of 1932, and, as you will have seen, my 
prediction in that respect has been borne out 
by our experience of the year which has 
sinlad. There has been no amelioration in 
the rate of stamp duty placed on our consoli- 
dated note issues by the Finance Act of 
1932, although we were given to understand 
that the additional tax was only to be re- 
garded as a temporary measure in emergency 
conditions. We are also feeling the effects 
of the heavy income tax, and the anomalous 
corporation profits tax, originally designed

Our earnings have also been affected by 
the phenomenally low rates for short-term 
money which obtained throughout the entire 
ear. Most of the conditions to which I 
Sion referred appear likely to continue, and 
consequently may defer for some time im- 
provements in our business.
